GRAND JUNCTION, Colo. (AP) 
— Fifty-degree January highs are 
not unusual for this high-desert 
town, so the sight of high school stu- 
dents wearing shorts to class doesn’t 
raise many eyebrows. 

But 6, 000-feet above the town, on 
the 11,000-foot Grand Mesa, Spruce 
Lodge owner Miriam Ring says, 
’Tve been running around all week 
in shorls while 1 do the cabins. It 
looks a little ludicrous with my 
snowboots on." Temperatures on the 
Grand Mesa have been in the 35- 
degree range. 

Her snowmarker shows two feet 
of snow. Last year there was at least 
six feet as Colorado recorded one of 
its heaviest snowfalls on record. 

While the Midwest and East Coa.st 
freeze, and Southern California 
recovers from an earthquake, it 
seems like springtime in the 
Rockies. 

From New Mexico to Montana, 
record highs are being recorded. 

The Salt Lake Valley has been 
consistently recording temperatures 
in the SOs, 10 degrees higher than 
normal for January. 

“If we keep this up, we’re headed 
toward the second-warmest January 
in Utah history," said National 
Weather Service meteorologist 
William Aider. 


Mark Menlove, president of the 
Utah Ski association, said Utah’s ski 
areas are reporting that business 
receipts arc well ahead of last 
January’s — and last January set a 
record. 

"We could always use more snow,, 
but ski conditions are good, with 
.snowmaking and more sophisticated 
methods of keeping and grooming 
snowpack," Menlove said. “We’d 
hate to sec this weather pattern con- ’ 
linuc indefinitely. Hopefully, well 
get some major siorrps soon. In ^e 
meantime, you can't ask for better 
days.” ■ ■■ ' 

At Snowbird ski resort, two com- 
panies are now filming snowboard- 
ing videos at the resort and have 
found plenty of snow for their films, 
said spokeswoman Lezlie Burkicy. 

“We’d like to have a little more.

’ Because the high-altitude winds 
that blow in the weather have 
encountered an atmospheric detour 


At the same time, some parts of the 
West have been unusually warm.

Senate Republican leader Bob 
Dole, who had asked for such an 
appointment, said it should not slop 
congressional committees from their 
own investigations. But he pulled 
back from earlier calls for establish-

Fiske said he planned to speak 
directly to the president and his wife, 
Hillary Rodham Clinton, as part of 
his effort. 

— !^I!wduld certainly .expect' that' 
before this investigation is over that I 
would question both the president 
and the first lady and that it would 
be under oath,’! Fiske said. 

White House officials said the 
Clintons would cooperate with 
Fiske. When asked about the coun- 
sel’s plan to seek their statements 
under oath, White House Press 
Secretary Dee Dee Myers said, “He 
hasn’t done it yet.

As a private attorney, Fiske 
defended the manufacturer of the 
nuclear reactor at Three Mile Island 
in a $4 billion damage suit and 
recently represented key defendants 
in the Bonk of Credit and Commerce 
International fraud case. 

Republican leader Dole told 
reporters he doesn’f know Fiske, but 
“people who know him think he is 


extremely well-qualified, is indepen- 
dent.” , 

On the other hand, Dole said, 
“Some- of the conservative 
Republicans have not been happy 
with him;” They were angered by his 
involvement in the American Bar 
Association’s screening of potential 
judges. 

Fiske's Republican credentials 
won't end a. GOP push for a congres- 
sional investigation, Dole said there 
was no reason to stop, and House 
Republican leader Bob Michel plans 
to pursue the idea, said aide William 
Pitts. “A public airing is healthy for 
all concerned," Pitts said, 

Fiske said the history of such dual 
investigations has shown them to be 
difficult to conduct .simultaneously.

NEW YORK (AP) — The lawyer 
chosen to investigate President 
Clinton’s failed Arkansas real estate 
- invcsimcnl is a high-powered Wall 
Street, attorney who once held the 
prestigious post of chief federal 
prosecutor in Manhattan. 

Robert B. Fiske Jr., Aliotney 
General Janet Reno's choice as spe- 
cial counsel, is a Republican, but a 
relatively liberal one. 

Fiske withdrew from considera- 
tion for the No. 2 post in George 
Bush’s Justice Department after 
Senate conservatives complained 


that the American Bar Association’s 
committee on federal judicial 
appointments that he chaired from 
1984 to 1987 was too hard on 
President Reagan’s nominees. 

But in a variety of other posts, 
notably U.S. Attorney for 
Manhattan's high-profile Southern 
District of New York, the man who 
will look into Bill Clinton’s ties to a 
failed Arkansas savings and loan has 
carved out a reputation for integrity.

There was also a 79 percent 
increase in the number of 10- to 17- 
year-olds who used firearms to com- 


mit murder during the 1980s. 

According to the group, 5,356 
children and teen-agers were killed 
by gunfire in the United Slates in 
1991, the latest year for which statis- 
tics were available. 

Of the nearly 50,000 children and 
teen-agers killed by firearms from 
1979 through 1991, there were 
24,552 homicides,.16,614 suicides, 
with a firearm, and 7,257 gun acci- 
dents. The figures come from unpub- 
lished data collected by Ihe National 

Center for Health Statistics." 

According to the Children’s 
Defet^ Fund, homicide is now the 
third-leading cause of death for ele- 
mentary and middle school children, 
ages 5 to 14. 

Among the report’s other findings:

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Spedal^unsel plans to question Clintons under oath 



WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Qinton and hts wife should be ques- 
tioned under oath as part of a ‘bor- 
ough and impartial investigation" of 
their Aiiunsas land deals, Robert B. 
Fiske Jr. said Thursday as he was 
named special counsel to examine the 
case. 

The former Republican U.S. attor- , 
ney said' he was prcfjared to “go flat 
out” in the investigation. “It’s impor- 
tant for the country to get this doiic 
and gel it done os quickly and os thor- 
oughly and as fairly as possible,’’. 
Fiske said. 

His appointment by Attorney 
General Janet Reno, after pressure 
from congressidnal Republicans and 
other Clinton critics, fell on the first 
anniversary of the president’s inaugu- 
ration. 

Senate Republican leader Bob 
Dole, who had asked for such an 
appointment; said it should not stop 
congressional committees from their 
own investigations. But he pulled 
back from earlier calls for establish- 


ment of a special investigating panel. 

Fiske said he planned to speak 
directly to the president and his wife, 
Hillary Rodham Clinton, as part of 
his effort. 

“I would certaiiily expect that 
before this investigation is over that I 
would questioir^oth the president 
and the first lady and that it would 
be under oath.” Fiske said. 

Whitd' House officials said the 
Clintons would cooperate with 
Fiske. When asked about the coun- 
sel’s plan to seek their statements 
under oath, White House Press 
Secretary Dee Dee Myers said, “He 
hasn’t done it yet. We'll deal with 
that when it comes.” 

To establish his independence, 
Fiske said he would not use any of 
the Justice Department prosecutors 
now investigating the failed Madison 
Guaranty Savings & Loan and its 
links to the Clintons' investment in 
Whitewater Development Corp. 

“In order to conduct a truly inde- 
pendent investigation, I should have 


people working for me who are not 
also reporting to the attorney gener- 
al," Fiske told a news conference. 

■ The selection of Fiske, now a Wall 
Street lawyer, fits suggestions that 
the special counsel be a veteran 
attorney and, to demonstrate inde- 
pendence, a Republican. However, 
while Fiske was appointed by 
Republican President Ford to be U.S. 
attorney for the Soulhem District of 
New York in Manhattan, he served 
mainly under Democratic President 
Carter, from 1976 to 1980. • • 

Ho declined to say for whom he 
voted' in the last presidential elec- 
tion. 

As a private attorney, Fiske 
defended the manufacturer of the 
nuclear reactor at Three Mile Island 
in a $4 billion damage suit and 
recently represented key defendants 
in the Bank of Credit and Commerce 
International fraud case. 

Republican leader Dole told 
reporters he doesn’t know Fiske, but 
“people who know him think he is 


extremely well-qualified, is indepen- 
dent.” 

On the other hand. Dole said, 
“Some of the conservative 
Republicans have not been happy 
with him.” They were angered by his 
involvement in the American Bar 
Association’s screening of potential 
judges. 

Fiske's jlcpublican credentials 
won’t end a GOP push for a congres- 
sional investigation. Dole said there 
was no reason to stop, and House 
Republican leader Bob Michel plans 
10 pursue the idea, said aide William 
Pitts. “A public airing is healthy for 
all concerned,” Pitts said. 

Fiske said the history of such dual 
investigations has shown them to be 
difficult to conduct simultaneously.

The report said juveniles now

Of the nearly 50,000 children and 
teen-agers killed by firearms from 
1979 through 1991, there were 
24,552 homicides, 16,614 suicides 
with a firearm, and 7,257 gun acci- 
dents. The figures come from unpub-

Japanese trading company sells Russian subs to North Korea 


TOKYO (AP) — Japanese officials are 
investigating a trading company, that con- 
firmed Thursday ilp-spld old Russian sub- 
marines to North Korea. 

It was the second case in a week in which 
questions have been raised about ^Vhether- 
Japanese companies broke the law by sell- 
ing military equipment or technology to the 
■“isolated, hard-line Communist regime in 
Pyongyang. 

South Korcan-officials, worried the subs 
might be repaired and used to beef up North 
Korea's aging submarine fleet, asked Russia 
for an explanation and also contacted the 
U.S. and Japanese governments about the 
deal. 


Tensions on the Korean peninsula already 
are high because of North Korea’s refusal to 
allow international inspections 'of its nuclear 
facilities, a stand that increased suspicions it 
is trying to develop atomic weapons. North 
Korea denies it has a nuclear arms pro^m. 

Toen Trading Co., a small trading'compa- 
ny in Tokyo, acknowledged it sold 40 sub- 
marines to'North Korea but said the vessels 
were to be cut up for scrap metal. A compa- 
ny employee, Yutaka Miyauchi, said he 
could not comment further. 

Russia's navy insisted Thursday that it 
sold the submarines to Toen Trading on the 
condition the hulls be totally dismantled 
after arrival in North Korea.

China relents on labor inspections 



U.S. Treasury ■Secretary Lloyd Bentsen said Thursday In Bel- 
ling China will allow American officials to Inspect five prison 
factories suspected of producing goods for export. 


BEIJING (AP) China has 
agmd to let-U.S. ofilcioU check five 
prison'factories for'evide'nce'lhat (hey ' 
produce goods for illegal export to 
the United States, U.S. Treasury 
Secretary Lloyd Bentsen said 
Thursday. 

The agreement comes at a time 
when the annual political battle is 
heating up'over whether Woshington 
should raise tariffs on Chinese goods 
to punish Beijing for its poor human 
ri^is record. 

China agreed to such visits in 1992 
and allowed three, but stonewalled 
more U.S. applications for months 
while demanding that Washington 
make a public statement clearing 
places already visited. 

Bentsen announced the new agrw- 
ment, a verbal one, in a speech to 
economists and scholars at the 
Chinese Academy of Social Sciences. 

“China has agreed to permit 
inspections of five prisons alleged to 
be producing goods for export. I trust 
that this pattern of cooperation will 
continue,” Bentsen said. 

The American ambassador to 
Beijing, Stapleton Roy, told reporters 
that U.S. customs agents inspected 
documents Thursday at a prison-run 
tea farm in southern China to deter- 
mine if it was exporting to the United 
States. There has been acrimonious 
debate over whether the use of “slave 
labor" has been underwriting cheap 
Chinese exports. 

. Ten million people are imprisoned 
in China, and many work in prison 
factories making items such as rubber 
boots, hand-tools, diesel engines and 
clothing, according to Laogai 
Research Foundation, a human ri^ts 
group based in.Milpita^ Calif;, that 
monitors Chinese prison labor. 


Bentsen, halfway into a four-day 
China visit, said he urged Chinese 
leaders 10 open their markets, allow - 
more access for foreign banks, 
enforce copyrights and remove barn- , 
ers to currency transoctions. “Those ' 
barriers, we believe, stand in the way 
of our exports and investments in 
China," he said in the academy 
speech. 

Foreign banks currently ore barred 
from doing buslnearin Chinese cur- 
rency; and foreign insurance compa- 
nies and brokerages also are tightly 
restricted. 

Bentsen met later with China’s 
president and Communist Party chief, 
Jiang Zemin. He handed Jiang a letter 
from President Ginton, which he said 
“emphasizes that our interests lie in 
the development of a strong, stable 
and prosperousChina.” 

Jiong said his November meeting 
with Clinton in Seattle “created a 
new start for the development of 
bilateral relations,” the official • 
Xinhua News Agency reported. • • ■ 

“Both China and the United States 
should seize the opportunity, create 
more contacts and exchanges, build 
up mutual trust and make joint efforts 
to push Chinese-U.S. relations gradu- 
ally on to the normal track of devel- 
opment,” Xinhua quoted Jiang as 
saying. 


Top Russian reformer 
leaves finance post 


MOSCOW (AP) — A key 
reformer quit as Russia’s finance 
minister Inursday after President 
Boris Yeltsin appointed a new 
Cabinet dominated by conserva- 
tives opposed to rapid economic ' 
reforms. 

“I have no intention of staying 
in the government,^ Boris 
Fyodorov told a news conference. 

Fyodorov, who. has earned the 
confidence of WesteraTeaders and 
the International Monetary Fund, 
had been asked'to stay as finance 
minister. 

He was the most important 
reformer remaining in the govern- 
ment after the resignation Sunday 
of First Deputy Prime Minister 
Yegor Gaidar, widely considered 
the architect of Yeltsin’s economic 
reforms. Fyodorov said he had 
offered to stay in the Cabinet if 


State Bank Chairman Viktor 
Gerashchenko and D»uty Prime 
Minister Alexander Mveryukha 
were removed, but his demand 
was not met. 

Fyodorov is an advocate of tight 
.credit policies to fight inflation. 
Reformers blame Gerashchenko 
and Zaveryukha for huge low- 
interest loans to state farms and 
enterprises that sent inflation soar- 
ing last year. 

Prime Minister Viktor 
Chernomyrdin announced 
Thursday that both Gerashchenko 
and Zaveryukha would remain in 
the Cabinet, while most of 
Russia’s bold young reformers 
were removed or demoted. 

The Cabinet changes could 
endanger $1.5 billion in loans to 
Russia not yet released by the 
IMF. 


Superstart! 
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Military holds key to Haiti fiiel 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti (AP) 
— It's scarcely enough fuel to make 
even a dent in Haiti’s misery — 
400,000 pllons earmarked for. 
humanitarian groups trying to feed 
. and provide medicine to hundreds of 
thousands of suffering people. 

But it is like gold on a black mar- 
ket that commands up to $10 a gal- 
lon for gasoline in this .country, 

' which has been in the grip of a U.N.- 
imposed fuel embargo since the 
army reneged on a plan to yield 
power in October. 

The challenge for the United 
Nations is to get the fuel safely to the 
most needy agencies while keeping it 
out of the hands of the army, the real 
power in Haiti since its ouster of 
elected President Jean-Bertrand 
Aristide to 1991. 

There are indiclations the task may 
be more difficult than originally 
anticipated. In a communique 
Thursday, the French government 


said distribution of the fuel had been 
delayed by Haitian customs, which 
had not certified the shipment nearly 
a week after its delivery. 

Customs and the Port Authority, ' 
controlled by the military, als'd" 
blocked the arrival of a U.S. warship 
on Oct. 11 to assist in a U.N. peace 
plan. The warship withdrew on 
President Ginton’s orders, and the 
plan collapsed. ! 

Responding to concerns by the 
international community, army com- 
mander Raoul Cedras said Jan. 7 that 
he would provide security for aid 
shipments. 

The fuel, mostly diesel and some 
gasoline supplied by the Pan 
American Health Organization, was 
approved by the international com- 
munity for humanitarian organiza- 
tions only. The shipment is being 
stored in a depot owned and guarded 
by a Caribbean subsidiary ot Royal 
Dutch-Shell. 


Lack of fuel has prevented aid 
agencies from delivering food and 
medicine to sick and hungry Haitians 
who need it most. 

Food deliveries from U.S.-based 
"CARE, which at one time last year 
fed one of every 10 Haitians, have 
been halted for lack of fuel since late 
December. 

U.N. spokesman Eric Fait 
acknowleoged Thursday that the 
small amount of fuel, -of which 2(W 
agencies have requested a share, will 
barely, affect the huge need through- 
out the poorest country in the 
Amfcricas. 

“I would have to stress the small 
quantity of gas received. It's not all 
that much," he said.

1994 should be the year 
for CSFs new library 


When librarian William Beale ar- 
rived at the College of Southern Ida- 
ho in 1 977, he found a library already 
too small for the young but growing 
college. 

The library already had overflowed 
into an “annex" - an old house half a 
mile away, where the cataloguing de- 
partment kept in touch with the home 
ofTicc by telephone. 

Beale, the library’s director, has 
struggled to keep pace with students’ 
needs since then. Year by year, the 
college has added more students and 
additional fields of study. Meanwhile, 
the world’s researchers have expand- 
ed the base of knowledge in each 
field. 

So, each year, Beale “weeds" his 
stacks. He removes older, less rele- 
vant books to make room for new 
ones that students and faculty mem- 
bers will need. Yet he still hears from 
students and. teachers that they need 
mot;e. 

“It’s no way for a modem college 
library to operate,” Beale says. 

Beale is right. He has been right for 


years! This year, the Idaho Legisla- 
ture should heed him. 

CSI’s pica for a new library is a 
perennial issue in the Legislature. No 
one denies the need, but the state’s 
money never stretches quite far 
enough. 

But this year Idaho has an S80 mil- 
lion surplus and a rising revenue 
forecast for the year ahead. The $5.3 
million CSl library project is exactly 
the kind of one-time expenditure 
that’s tailor-made for a suiplus. 

Beale notes that CSl’s is the orily 
college library betweeri Pocatello 
and Boise. It serves an expanding 
student body that includes not only 
“college kids” but also area residents 
who arc renewing or continuing their 
educations at all stages of life. 

The area needs a high-quality col- 
lege library. 

We know the Legislature is being 
bombarded with requests for mon- 
ey. But the CSI library - a need 
long acknowledged and long de- 
layed - should be near the top of 
the list.

Idaho Wildlife Federalion-and put your 
money where your mouth is.

About learning disabilities 

On Jon. 1 0, The T/!mes-Netvs ran' a col- 
umn by John Rosemond on the topic of chil- 
dren with learning disabilities. In the col- 
umn, he did on excellent job of describing 
what u learning disability is and addressing 
some ofthe issues that surround learning 
disabilities. Although everything that he 
said was accurate, I think it was possible to 
get the wrong impression in two areas that 
he covered. 

Mr. Rosemond stated that learning dis- 
abilities ore not permanent, and that they are 
correctable. This is true, but what needs to 
be clarified is that the child’s neurological 
system docs not get better. The same “minor 
neurological malfunctions in the circuitry” 
remain. The learning disability looks like it 
goes away when the child is taught how to 
use his strengths to compensate for his 
weaknesses. However, the academic uisk is 
never accomplished with as much ease os it 
is for a child without' a learning disability, 
because the neurological malfunction re- 
mains. 

The headline on the column stated, 

“Those with learning disabilities may have 
-top u t n not e efT ortintoieammgf’ Certainly “ 
studies have shown that those persons with' 
learning disabilities who succeed in life ore 
those who are Ac most pmistenL However, 

1 felt like this headline conveyed the mes- 
sage that all a learning disabled child bos ta 
do is try harder and he’ll get better. This is a 
commonly held misconception. It must be 
emphasized that in order for the child's ef- 
fort to moke a difTercnce, the child must be 
instructed using materials and exercises that 
match his particular learning style. Then 
yes, effort will moke a diff'erence. 

Overall I felt that Mr. Rosemond did an 
excellent job of covering the topic. Thank 
you for allowing me the forum to clarify the ' 
above points.

Board drops 
restrictions 
bn schools

BOISE - The state Board of Education 
has refused to tighten the alternative high 
school regulations that officials suy .some 
districts arc using to siphon off more state 
aid then they deserve. 

In fact, rather thon reining in the system 
some say is being abused, the board on 
Wednesday ordered a study of expanding the 
controversial system to cover alternative ju- 
nior high schools os well. I 

”1 was very pleased with the results," said 
Karen Fraley, administrator of the Jerome 
Northsidc Alternative High School. "It i.s 
very important to us.” 

In fact, if the new restrictions had passed, 
the Jerome night school might not have sur- 
vived, she said. . ' 

— “ThcyTvcrcTCTTCstricttvc^hcy-wuld-have— 
caused us to close the Jerome night school.” 
she said. 

The new rules would not have allowed 
students at Magic Valley Alternative High 
School in Twin Foils, many of whom arc ' 
gifted students, to take classes at the Jerome 
"nlghrMhool at the sOinc time, Fraley $ald."„ ; 

Additionally, lljC;l^gic Valley Ahcma- 
live High School operated by Twin Falls 
School District would have lost SSS.QOO if 
the new rules had been passed, said Fraley, 
who is on a board overseeing the school. 

Deputy State Schools Superintendent Gus 
Hein told the board last fall that some dis- 
tricts have been "double dipping” by en- 
rolling students in both regular and nllcmn- 
tivc high school programs and collecting not 
only basic state aid but the higher aid rate 
authorized for alternative programs. 

He said 22 of the 1 13 districts have now 
established alternative programs, pushing 
the diversion of cosh for them to $6.7 mil- 
lion a year. Three years ago, the diversion 
wasjust $2.5 million. 

Among other reforms, Hein proposed ban- 
ning double dipping by requiring a student 
to be designated cither traditional or at-risk 
student and in an alternative program. He 
also wonted state reimbursement limited for 
students enrolled in both daytime and night- 
time alternative school programs. 

But administrators of some alternative 
schools contended those changes would dis- 
courag e motiva ted student. 

Alternative school admaics said the pro^ 
grams save money by helping struggling stu- 
dents leam new skills they can use to get 
jobs. The alternative, they point out, is wel- 
. fare • . 

Board member Roy Mosmon, chairman of 
the committee that studied the reform pro- 
posal. said the group reached no consensus 
that those kinds of changes were needed. 
And some less sweeping changes he did pro- 
pose were rejected by the full board. . 

In authorizing the study of ex^nding the 
program to the junior high school level, 
Mosman said schools need the flexibility to 
deal with the problem of more and more stu- 
dents dropping out even before they reach 
high school.

Agencies should stress prevention, 
officials at legislative hearings say

BOISE - A lot of the problems 
associated with implementing the 
federal Endangered Species Act can 
be avoided if government agencies 
work together to keep species from 
becoming endangered in the first 
place. 

That was a recurring theme 
Thursday at the second of three leg- 
islative hearings on the effects of 
the ESA and the Clean Water Act 
on Idaho businesses and communi- 
ties. 

“You can pass all the laws you

Lotdeir and other top offi- 
cials of state and federal resource 
agencies spoke to a joint hearing of 
the House and Senate natural re- 
sources committees. The third hear- 
ing in the series will be on Jan. 31. 

Jerry Conley, director of the Ida- 
ho Department of Fish and Game, 
urged state lawmakers to formalize 
the interagency consultation process 
by setting up a commission on 
"candidate” species for the endan- 
gered or threatened lists. 

The job of that commission - 
which would include legislators, 
agency personnel, and representa- 
tives of reMiirce industries and the 
general public - would be to devise 
conservation plans for candidate 
species outside the restrictions of 
the ESA. 

in developing its plans, the com- 


mission could consider economic 
and social factors to a greater extent 
than is allowed under the ESA, he 
said. It could also work on 'improv- 
ing the overall health of ecosys- 
tems, as opposed to the ESA’s em- 
phasis 00 individual species. 

More than 3,000 plant ud animal 
species ate'Ming considered for en- 
dangered or threatened status, The 
Fish and Wildlife Service already 
has listed about 1,100 species, more 
than 700 of them within the United* 
States. 

“Why should we let this list get 
bigger and submit to further and 
further restrictions on (resource) ac- 
tivities?” Conley asked. 

Pat Ford, Idaho representative for 
Save Our Wild Saimon, endorsed 
the idea of a commission on candi- 
date species. Several of the ESA 
reauthorization measures pending in 
Congress would encourage stales to 
become more involved in species 
recovery efforts, Ford said.

TWIN FALLS - Although the na- 
tion's heoUh-care system requires 
mending, it doesn’t need the equiva- 
lent of quadruple bypass surgery that 
Prcsiilcnt Clinton’s health-reform 
plan would provide.

Larry Craig and Dirk 
Kempthome, both Republicans, and 
many local people who spoke at a 
public forum on health care spon- 
sored by the senators Thursday.

Crews work to replace landfill 
liner tom by last month’s wind

■BURLEY -.High winds last 
month torc'up the liner In a private 
landfill under construction neariBur- 
ley Butte. , 

' -This month construction workers 
are replacing it. 

Local customers of.the Boise- 
based Disposal-All Inc. landfill had 
expected the facility to open Feb. 1. 
The opening remains uncertain. 

' A wind storm tore up half of the 
newly-laid liner seven weeks ago, 
causing it to “crumple like a tarp,” 
Greg Misbach, water quality engi- 
neer for the state Division of Envi- 
ronmental Quality, said. 

Cracks in the damagedTiner could 
have allowed toxins leached from 
the waste to seep into the ground be- 
low theTandfill, causing a potential 


environmental hazard, Misbach said. 

The cost to replace the liner could 
- run' in the' tens of thousands of dol- 
lars, but Misbach said he did not 
know whether the lining construc- 
tion company or landfill developer, 
Doug Lomow, would pay. . 

Workers have removed the liner 
and ore laying down the new materi- 
al, said Mike McMosters, p^entlon 
and certification sup^isor for 'the 
DEQ. I .. 

Lomow, Dispose-All president, 
took some heat last Monday from 
Magic Valley trash-hauling competi- 
tors who claim he is using unfair 
tactics and low waste-hauling rates 
to gain customers for his landfill. 

Among his . critics is Terry 
Schultz, director of the six-county 
Regional Solid Waste District land- 
fill, also under construction. Schultz 
said he doesn’t think Lomow can 


stay in business without increasing 

his rales sooner or later. 

- Ada County Commissioners on 
Tue^ay denied Lomow's request to 
increase waste-hauling rales in that 
county by up to 34.L percent. They 
also refused to extend his contract to 
haul the county’s trash and instead 
will put the contract up fdr bidding 
between competitors after Lomow’s 
contract runs out in February 1995. 

Disposc-AU filed suit against Cas- 
sia County last November in re- 
sponse to the county's suit in August 
that sought to block construction of 
Lomow's landfill. 

The county has argued that Dis- 
pose-All must obtain a special-use 
zoning permit and disclose its finan- 
cial badeground before it can accept 
trash at its landfill. 

Lomow could not be reached for 
comment Friday.

Following Monday's 6.6 earth- 
quake centered in the San Fernando 
Valley, the restaurant was.con- 
demned.

LOS ANGELES — They awoke 
Wcdnc-sday for Ihc third straight day 
without one of the basic elements of 
civility. 

Tens of thousands of families 
were without water to wash in, to 
brush their teeth with, to flush their 
toilets, to drink. 

From stucco condos to posh man- 
sions. the fractured infrastructure 
began to reveal how grinding this 
long haul will be. Broken pipes. 
Cracked aqueducts. Drinking water 
yellow with rust. No drinking water 
at all. 

In the northwest San Fernando 
Valley, near the epicenter of 
Monday's quake', some 40,000 cus- 
tomers of the Department of Water 
and Power were told that their 
faucets will probably be dry for the 
rest of the week. Despite round-thc- 
clock efforts, DWP crews had been 
unable to repair breaks in two major 
aqueduct lines and hundreds of 
smaller water mains that fed their 
communities. 

Thousands more customers 
throughout the city w.erc told to 
expect low pressure or dioudy or 
contaminated water for days, the 
result of power problems and other 
snafus at filtration plants. 

Officials said the shortage arose 
from quake damage to the elaborate 


infrastructure that delivers water to 
this semi-desert metropolis. DWP 
General Manager Dan Waters said 
that three of Ihc four aqueducts serv- 
ing Los Angeles have been severed, 
leaving most of the city to rely on a ’ 
local reservoir system that contains 
just a 7-to-lO-day supply.

Drafted out of Texas A&M by 
Phoenix in the eighth round in 1990, 
he was cut during training camp.

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‘Wide Sargasso Sea’ offers steamy 
love story in exotic location

“Wide Sargsiso Sea" (NC-17) This is a 
. movie so soaked in atmosphere it feels practi- 
cally marinated. A lush, feverish tropical con- 
coction filled with vivid colors, pounding- 
drums and passionate liaisons, this Caribbean 
melodrama gets so overheated it doesn't even 
notice that its dramatic plausibility has vapor- 
ized into the steamy air. 

Not that that matters very much. Though it’s 
based on a celebrated novel, winner of several 
.of Britain’s top literary prizes, the appeal of this 
film is primarily to the visual senses. Even as 
its story gets increasingly arbitrary, the look 
and spirit of the film remain diverting, a hot- 
house garden you can hide in when the real 
world gets too close. 

Though “Sargasso" makes no on-screen ref- ' 
erence to it, Jeon Rhys’ 1966 novel was intend- 
ed as a kind of Imaginative prequel to Charlotte 
Bronte's “Jane Eyre,” a look ai ihe life. 
Rochester and the mysterious first Mrs, R (here 
called Antoinette Cosway) led in Jamaica be- 
fore they settled in England. 

Before that story is told, however, “Sargasso” 
opens with an extensive prologue dealing with 
Antoinette’s widowed mother Annette, “spirit- 
ed, beautiful and very French." Left to cope, 
with running a Jamaican plantation after her 
husband drinks himself to death, Annette 
(Rachel Word) marries a foppish Englishman

(Michael York) too dense to understand that the 
newly freed islanders can't still be treated as 
slaves. 

Qeorly, no good will come of this, and when 
things go sour little Antoinette is sequestered in 
a convent-school.

Guitarist Duane Eddy joins rock hall inductees 


NASHVILLE, Tcnn. (AP) — Duane Eddy, 
crafter of a twongy guitar sound that helped sell 
over 100 million records worldwide, was among 
those inducted into the Rock and Roil Hall of 
Fame on Wednesday. 

- But when he received his honor, he. said his 
mind will be on all those musicians who in the 
early days of rock ‘n’ roll took the music to the. 
people on grueling lours. 

“Brenda Lee, ITie Shirelles, Chubby Checker, 
Fabian..IJoyd Price, Sam Cook — yeah, we’d all 
be in the same show together,” Eddy said. 

Eddy, SS, boosted by a personal recommenda- 
tion from John Fogerty of Crecdence Qearwaier 
' Revival, got the nod at ceremonies in New York 
City. The other inductees were John Lennon, El- 


ton John, Rod Stewart, The Animals and The 
Band. 

But Eddy wishes more of his friends from the 
old bus-tour days would be acknowledged, too. 
Bygone heroes such os Checker and Frankie Aval- 
on deserve their due os well as more coniempo- 
laiy artists, he says. 

"They were a big part of rock ’n’ roll. They 


were the fun part, the teeny-bopper bit and the 
pih-up guys. That was what sock ’n’ roll was 


about in those days,” he said. 

“Brenda Lee — it was only a few years ago that 
Madonna broke her record of being the biggest- 
selling female recording artist of all time.” 

Eddy helped define what a rock ’n’ roll record- 
ing should sound like with his booming, authorita- 


tive guitar-sox instrumentals on such records os 
“Rebel Rouscr," “Forty Miles of Bad Road" and 
“Peter Gunn.” The sound was based on a simple 
premise: that a guitar’s bass strings sounded better 
on tape than the high strings. 

It was pure logic. But ^Idy .wos the first to pul 
it to practice. He also used a primitive reverb 
chamber (a water tank with a speaker on one end 
and a microphone at the other). 

And his melodies were so simple that many as- 
piring rockers learned to play copying Eddy’s 
records (not to mention his James Deaii-infiu- 
enced moody image). Among them was a Liver- 
pool teen-ager named George Harrison, who led a- 
bond called The Rebel Rousers before joining The 
Beatles.

Writer with Idaho ties publishes book 

TWIN FALLS — A new paperback book entitled 
“Quicksilver” is expected to be of special interest to 
Idaho residents, r- 

Mike Dunn, wbo lives in Salt Lake City and bos 
family in Pocatello, wrote the thriller. The storyline 
follows the development of a top-secret aircraft 
designed to replace the Air Force's SR-71 Blackbird 
reconnaissance aircraft. “Quicksilver” is the name 
Dunn chose for the new military aircraft desi^. In the 
book, it's being built at Idaho Nuclear Engineering 
Lab (INEL) near Idaho Falls. 

Dunn’s fictional novel has been thoroughly 
researched, so. that the geomphical area near INEL 
can be realistically descril^. 

Dunn's first novel, “Sidewinder,” is a thriller set in ' 
foe Persian Gulf. His second, “Task Force,” follows 
the exploits of a Mexican drug czar. “Quicksilver”

- It is a world of daric wood, tower- 
ing cathedrals and omnipresent his- 
tory. This is the height of academia 
and at its pinnacle sits Lewis in the 
person of Hopkins, a man who 
never has lost an argument and 
whose sharp wit intrigues his col- 
. leagues. 

llie time is the 1950s and Lewis

Hopkins, as the mapetie center 
of this film, adds another memo- 
rable character to his impressive 
repertoire.

Rates rise for 30-year,- 
fixed-rate mdr^ages 

WASHINGTON — The aveiagc interest 
rate on 30<year, fu^rate mortgages rose to 
7.0S percent this week, the Fed^ Home 
Loan Mortgage Corp. said Thursday. 

This wm's average was up from 6.99 
percent the previous week but still below 
the recent p^ of 7.31 percent reached in 
late November. The overage hit a 25-year 
low of 6.74 percent in Ocu^ but has been 
above 7 percent for 1 1 of the last 12 weeks. 

On one-year.adjustable rate mort^ges, 
lenders were asung an average mitiol 
rate of 4.24 percent, up from 4.20 per-

Fifteen-year mortgages, an increasingly 
popular option for those refinancing mort- 
gages, averaged 6.57 percent this w^ up 
from 6.48 percent a week earlier.

“Low mortpge rates, better employment 
gains. and iroproyed consumer confidence 
nave served to boost single-family bousing 
starts in the second half of 1993," said 
economist John E. Silvia of Kemper Finan- 
cial Services in Chicago. “These same fac- 
tors should sustain housing starts in the fust 
half of 1994." 

Housing-starts jumped 7.1 percent last 
year to 1.29 million, up from 1.20 million 
in 1992, the Commerce Department said 
Thursday. It was the second straight ad- 
vance and lifted construction to the highest 
level .since 1.38 million new single-family 
homes and apartments were built in 1989. 

Activity improved m every region but the 
Northeast, where it slipped slightly. 

In other economic reports Thur^y: 

• The Labor Depar^ent said first-time 


- claims for imcmployment insurance jumped" 
by 23,000 last week to a seasonally adjust- 
^ 380,000. This was the highest level since 
July 24; 1993, when 395,000 people filed 
initial applications. 

Some analysts said the unexpected in- 
crease could be a sign of sluggishness re- 
turning to the labor nuuket. But economists 
at Merrill Lynch and Co. said the increase 
may have b^ weather-related, noting that 
other economic indicators have been show- 
'ing strength. 

■ The Commerce Department said per- 
sonal income grew 0.7 percent nationally in 
the third quarter, advancing in all but 1 1 
states. 

Ten of the 11 states where Income de- 
clined were located in the nation’s interior, 
where flooding destroyed crops last year 
and government cuts in form subsidies fur- 
ther crimped income. The 11th, Vermont,

Jn 1993, homebuilding was led by single- 
family construction, which surged 9.1 per- 
cent to 1.12 million. This was the highest 
since 1.15 million homes were built in 1987. 


- Apartment construciion.-hampcrcd by . . 
high vacancies in much of the nation due to 
overbuilding in the laic 1980s, slipped 4.7 
percent to 161,700, the smallest in more 
than a decade. Many analysts believe this 
sector has bottomed and that any rebound 
will be slow. 

Regionally, the South posted the biggest 
advance, jumping 12.8 percent to 560,500. 
This was the highest since 706,000 in . 
September 1987. Starts were up 6.2 percent 
in December, to a 683,000 annual rate. 

Construction improved 4.8 percent in the 
West last year, to 302,100, despite Califor- 
nia's lingering recession. Starts shot up 
14.7 percent in December, to a 374,000 
rate. 

In the Midwest, housing activity grew 3.1 
pereem, to 296,700, including a 2.1 percent 
gain in December, to 345,000 annually. 

But the Northeast, which has been slow 
to recover cconomicnHy. saw starts dip 
0.7 percent in 1993, to 125,800. includ- 
ing a 3.5 percent loss in December, to a

Obviously hoping that two comics 
arc better than one, NBC has called in 
stand-up performers John Caponera 
and Diw Carey to help shore up its 
anemic Tuesday night lineup, only 
weeks after putting John Mendoza's 
"The Second Half on hiatus. 

"The Good Life” casts Caponera as 
John Bownuin, a middlo<la^ family 
man who manages thd Xbe 
Security Products warehouse in 
Chicago. Carey plays his unmarried 
partner, Drew Clark. Together the 
duo ofTcrs lots of locks and difTcrent . 
perspectives on being a man in the 
'90s (think "The Mommies" with 
testosterone instead of ^tiogen). 

Eve Gordon ("The Powers That 
Be”) plays John's wife, Maureen, a 
schoolteacher and drama director. 
Their kids ore IS-ycar-old Paul (Joke 
Palcllis, "One Life to Live"), adoles- 
cent Melissa (Shay Astar, "China 
Beach") and little Bob (Justin 
Berficld, "Hocus Pocus"). Also fea- 
tured is Monty Hoflman ("Saved by 


ihe-BcU") as-Tommy-Bartlctt, John 
and Drew’s sloppy co-wotker. 

The scripts, while uneven, contain 
some sly comments on modem fami- 
ly life and mole-female relationships. 
In one joke, slightly reupholstcrcd 
from "Sleepless in Seattle," John and 
Paul share sarcastic memories of 
Patrick Swayze's performance in 
"Ghost," only to draw frigid glares 
from Maureen and Melissa, who 
sternly warn them, "Don't make fun 
of ‘Ghost* Ever." 

One of the better running gags inr 
yolves Maureen’s hopeful but hapless 
attempts to mount a decent theatrical 
production using variable local talent 
These include a "Camelot” where 
half the audience left at intermission 
("Mom, they had to. The buses stop 
. running at midnight," Melissa pointed 
out) and a "Jesus Christ Superstar” 
with a 300-pound performer in the ti- 
tle role (Joto watched in horror dur- 
ing the performance as the cross he 
helped construct began to give way in 
the middle of the crucifixion scene.) 

There is dross among the gold, 
with the chief ofTendcr being Tom- 


my, a one^rick (and one-joke) pony 
of a character. In each episode, this 
dim-witted slob ambles into John and 
Drew’s office to contribute jokes that 
are not just lame, but bang-your- 
head-againsi-the-wall-and-moan- 
why-was-I-bom? awful. 

The cast is solid overall. Caponera 
makes an amiable leading man, al- 
though his line dclivety h^ a come- 
dy<lub edge that wears thin in a hur- 
ry. Carey, who bears a disconcerting 
resemblance to a trai:h-compoctcd 
Michael Douglas in "Falling Down," 
has a nice rhythm widi his co-sior. 
The kids, while still a little won at 
this point, may hold a key to the 
show's future, since "Good Life" fol- ' 
lows "Saved By the Bel); The Col- 
lege Years,” a teen hit most adults 
view as the video equivalent of fun- 
gus. 

Gordon, however, inierrnittcmly 
dazzles os a bri^t, b^utiful and wit- 
ty contemporary wife and mother. 
Caponera tni^ be the ofllcial star, but 
if The Good Life" establishes itself 
as a hit, remember, it started with 
Eve.
